Howard Slieard of Watcrford returned 


to his home after. spending a few days 


For Cleaning Woolen Fabric.—Editor 


Racine Journal: 
There' is no cleaner 


that can lie used so safely in renovating 
delicate colored woolen garments as soap 
•nark. - The right. way to use the. bark 
is to make ft thick lather in cold water 
with the hands; only a small quantity 
of bark being required for a, tubful of 
la'ther. 


Add hot water till the suds is moder- 


ately warm, and it is then ready for 
washing any delicate colored fabric, and 
such goods must, always be hung in a 
shady place to -dry.' Any light colored 
woolen garment that is not soiled en- 
ough to be washed can be cleaned beau- 
tifully with powdered Kreneh chalk, and 
as the powder is very inexpensive it cnn 
be used liberally. First spread the gar- 
ment on a table and sprinkle the chalk 
nil over the fabric then brush it thor- 
oughly with a1 fine brush and when 
every inch of the goods has been cleaned 
in this way, shake the garment and 
brush with n • clenn. soft- brush 
and 


press if necessary. White woolen waists 
and rlrcs»es can be kept soft anrl white 


ner if they are of light color, though the. 
dark ones wilL look better if cleaned' by 
a hot cornmea! process.

This also may b« described, as 
exactly -what W«L» hild tc- previous to the 
Algeoiras conference, namoly the inde- 
pendence of Morocco politically and com- 
mercially, with no superior position for 
Prance or any other power.

NEW YORK, Sept. 4.—Four hundred 


young women, milliners, employed in the 
upper floors of a twelve story building at 
662 'Broadway became panic, stricken to- 
day when a'fire on the fifth floor filled 
the stirway-t so full of smoke that they 
•were impassible. 
The salesroom of Al- 


fred A. Ziroer on the fifth floor was al- 
ready blniing iicrccly when the flames 
and 'smoke burst 
into 
the 
hallway* 


spreading the 
alarm 
throughout 
the 


building which was crowded like a hive. 
Screaming with fright the girls first at- 
tempted to find an exit by the stairs, but 
they were stopped because of the smoke 
at the seventh, floor. 


Leap From Windows. 


A number of them made a frantic dash 


for the windows on that floor and jumped 
to the roof oi an adjoining building, a 
story or more below the windows. It 
is believed that a number of them were 
injured in doing so. Hundreds of girls 
dashed for the elevators, two of which 
were ko.pt running: through the .smoke 
filled shaft. 
Frightened by the danger 


and almost asphyxiated by the 
smoke, 


many of the girls were fainting or uncon- 
tcious when the elevators 
reached 
the 


ground floor and were carried out of the 
building by the police. Others were hys- 
terical with fright and created a great 
commotion by their screams.

crowd assembled in Broadway to watch 
the work of rescue an the tire occurred 
.during the noon hour when the sidewalks 
•were thronged with pedestrians.

mentioned the housemoving evil in ref- 
erence to wire companies as a fit sub- 
ject for municipal regulation to the end 
that public utility corporations he not 
harassed and the public inconvenienced. 


Prof. Meyer explained to the assembled 


municipal officers the work of the com- 
mission as affecting service, rates, val- 
uation, and accounting, the purpose be- 
ing ,to obtain the best service at the 
lowest1 rates consistent with a reasonable 
return on the investment,, proper main- 
tenance of the property, and the adoption 
of progressive methods. 
He explained 


how municipal officers could assist 
in 


this by the enactment of local regula- 
tions, such as keeping the housemovers 
within bounds.
